LETTER  FROM  THE  COOK. 


Philadelphia,  May  20th,  1876. 

To  the  Commissioners  of  Her  Britanic  Majesty' s  Colonies. 

Gentlemen  : — When  you  were  pleased  to  honor  me  with  your 
instructions  to  prepare  for  you  a  “  little  dinner,”  suitable  for  the  occasion 
when  you  assemble — desirous  to  introdnce  yourselves  one  to  the  other — to 
acknowledge  the  considerate  attention  of  the  British  Commissioners, 
and — under  the  influences  of  my  humble  exertions — to  form  lasting  friend¬ 
ships;  it  appeared  to  me  advisable  to  stroll  through  your  courts  in  the 
International  Exhibition  to  see  for  myself  what  might  be  appropriate  to 
place  upon  your  board. 

To  mv  amazement,  I  beheld  a  variety  of  the  choicest  comes- 
tibles,  which  would  have  perplexed  the  most  renowned  Maitres  d' 
Hotel  of  ancient  and  modern  times,  a  knowledge  of  which  would 
cause  the  shades  of  Apicius,  Heliogabalus,  Darteneuf,  Talleyrand  and 
ten  thousand  other  gourmands  of  greater  or  less  notoriety,  to  wish  that 
they  could  be  “resurrected”  and  enjoy  rarities  of  which,  in  the  ex¬ 
travagant  prodigality  of  their  luxury,  they  never  even  dreamed. 

The  fish  of  so  many  waters;  the  game  of  so  many  lands;  the  fruits 
of  so  many  zones ;  the  spices  of  so  many  isles ;  the  wines  of  so  many 
climes  ;  the  curry  of  the  East,  with  its  fresh  constituents ;  the  pepper 
pot  of  the  west,  with  its  everlasting  reproduction  ;  the  endless  multitudes 
of  local  delicacies,  and  “ petits  plats  delicats,"  presented  such  an  em- 
barras  de  richesses  that  the  genius  of  even  a  Bechamel  would  have  been 
unable  to  give  an  adequate  idea  of  their  extent. 

Aware  that  the  number  of  your  guests  is  necessarily  limited  by 
the  proportions  of  your  charming — though  small — salle  a  manger ,  a 
compromise  was  inevitable. 

It  is  the  mode  in  which  all  things  sacred  and  profane,  political 
and  social  are  settled  in  these  days  of  arbitration.  Expediency  may 
therefore  be  invoked  by  me  as  to  the  manner  in  which  it  is  proposed 
that  the  exigencies  of  the  hour  should  be  met. 

Accordingly,  a  dinner,  composed  exclusively  of  viands  which 
America  offers  in  such  excellence  and  profusion,  has  been  placed  on 
your  principal  table.  It  cannot  fail  to  meet  the  approval  of  your  re¬ 
fined  taste,  for  it  comprises  admirable  dishes,  some  onlv  of  which,  some 
of  you  only  could  command  in  the  distant  countries  from  which  you 
respectively  come. 


However,  as  there  are,  in  different  parts  of  the  world,  what  are 
known  as  “standing  dishes,”  without  which  no  dinner  is  considered 
complete,  an  effort  has  been  made  to  introduce  a  few  familiar  to  you 
in  your  domestic  circles.  You  will  accept  these — as  placed  on  side 
tables — which,  it  is  feared,  somewhat  encumber  the  passages. 

Notwithstanding  my  pjrtial  compliance  with  what  you  expect, 
my  apprehension  is  that,  with  all  my  exertion  to  content  you,  it  has  not 
been  within  my  power  to  succeed  as  well  as  I  would  have  done  had  I 
been  guided  by  the  directions  of  the  accomplished  ladies  who  preside 
so  gracefully  over  your  remote  establishments. 

Enough  is  displayed  here — the  Great  Exposition  will  show  to  the 
public  the  vast  remainder — to  satisfy  your  guests,  that  should  they  feel 
inclined  to  conform  to  the  usage — justly  enforced  with  due  rigor  here — 
of  calling  on  you,  to  leave  their  cards  at  your  houses  within  a  reasonable 
time,  after  they  have  honored  you  with  their  company;  they  will  find 
these  and  many  other  things  also  which  may  instruct,  amuse,  employ 
and  divert  the  learned  natural  historian,  the  enterprising  traveller,  the 
keen  but  cautious  sportsmen,  the  daring  hunter,  and  the  intellectual 
gourmet,  who  possibly  may  be  the  most  enlightened  geographer  of  your 
party. 

I  will  not  say,  Gentlemen,  with  Lady  Macbeth, 

“  The  sauce  to  meat  is  ceremony,” 

But  rather  with  her  Lord  and  Master, 

“Sirs,  take  your  places.” 

“  You  know  your  own  degrees,  sit  down,” 

And  with  the  hope  that  you  will  discreetly  let 

“Good  digestion  wait  on  appetite,” 

“  And  health  on  both,” 

I  have  the  honor  to  be, 

With  sentiments  of  the  most  profound  respect,

P.  S. — You  will  acknowledge,  gentlemen,  doubtless,  that  of  all 
languages  the  Erench  is  the  most  perfect,  and  that  its  precision  of  ex¬ 
pression,  the  force  of  its  “  tours  de  phrase ,”  the  elegance  of  its 
“  nuances ,”  make  it  pre-eminently  the  language  of  the  gastronomic  art. 
But,  as  the  English  is  now  spoken  in  every  part  of  each  hemisphere — 
whether  you  bisect  your  orange  north  and  south,  or  east  and  west — and 
as  it  seems  destined  to  become  the  universal  language  of  science,  I  have 
taken  the  unusual  liberty — already,  as  I  trust,  pardoned — of  handing  to 
you  my  Bill  of  Fare,  written  in  one  language — not  two  dis-jointed* — one 
also  which  the  servants  can  understand.

From  the  general  results  it  may  be  safely  predicted  that  when  expe¬ 
rience  shall  have  proved  the  fitness  of  particular  localities — in  respect  of 
latitude,  temperature  soil  and  aspect — for  the  cultivation  of  different 
kinds  of  grapes;  and  instructed  the  wine-growers  in  the  delicate  arts  of 
fermentation  and  working  oft" the  wines;  and  al>o  when  time  shall  have 
been  allowed  to  improve  them  under  proper  conditions,  many  will  be 
found  agreeable  to  the  taste — when  taken  in  moderation — beneficial  to 
the  health — and  of  the  class  of  which  has  been  said  on  the  highest 
authority,*  that  “  it  maketh  man  of  a  cheerful  countenance.”

the  generous  hospitalities  of,  and  to  establish  relations  of  confidence, 
amity  and  respect  with,  the  people  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Gentlemen,  may  your  mission  be  auspicious,  and  attended  with 
the  happiest  consequences.
